"The  Declaration  may  be  regarded  as  the 
political  testament  of  the  American  people, 
their  'ancient  faith.'  But  is  the  political  faith 
of  citizens  and  statesmen  today  the  same  as 
that  which  animated  the  statesmen  of  1776?" 

Thus  Paul  Eidelberg  begins  his  inquiry  into 
the  "silences"  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence. Eidelberg  contends  that  the 
Declaration  is  not  democratic,  as  is  usually 
thought,  but  aristocratic  in  its  view  of  man- 
kind. If  one  examines  elements  overlooked 
in  the  democratic  interpretation,  the  Declar- 
ation reflects  a  dedication  to  reason  and  to 
qualities  of  civility  more  characteristic  of 
some  men  than  of  men  in  general. 

The  Declaration  must  be  revitalized, 
Eidelberg  argues,  by  discarding  the  tradition- 
al interpretations  embodied  in  liberal  and 
conservative  dogma.  Endowed  with  the 
urgency  and  relevance  it  possessed  for  its 
signers,  the  Declaration  should  become  once 
again  a  call  to  action,  both  in  domestic  and 
foreign  affairs.  Accordingly,  this  volume  is 
more  than  "interpretation."  It  elucidates  the 
unspoken  concepts  of  the  Declaration  to 


provide  an  urgently  needed  contemporary 
philosophical  framework  for  thoughtful 
citizens  and  statesmen.

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THE  REDEEMED  CAPTIVE

During  the  notorious  "Deerfield  Massacre" 
in  February  1704,  the  French  and  their 
Indian  allies  captured  Reverend  John  Williams 
and  his  family.  His  wife  and  two  of  their 
children  were  slain.  Williams  and  his  surviv- 
ing children,  with  nearly  one  hundred  other 
Deerfield  prisoners,  endured  a  forced  march 
to  Quebec.  Williams  describes  the  journey 
as  "being  at  least  three  hundred  miles 
the  snow  up  to  the  knees  ...  we  never  inured 
to  such  hardships  and  fatigues.  ..."  After  a 
captivity  of  over  two  and  a  half  years, 
Williams  and  his  children  were  freed.  But 
one  daughter  remained  in  Canada,  converted 
to  Catholicism,  and  later  married  a  Caughna- 
waga  Mohawk.  She  became  the  symbol  of 
every  frontier  Puritan's  fear  of  forced,  war- 
time separation  from  his  children,  lost  to 
the  despised  Popish  faith  and  the  alien 
Indian  culture. 

As  a  result  of  his  experiences,  Williams 
wrote  The  Redeemed  Captive,  one  of  the 
central  documents  of  the  Puritan  frontier 
experience  during  the  French  and  Indian 
War.

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The  Politics  of  Autonomy  is  organized 
around  three  propositions:  that  resolution 
of  the  conflict  between  moral  autonomy  and 
legitimate  state  authority  is  the  central 
problem  in  the  Social  Contract;  that  Rousseau 
understood  this  conflict  better  than  the 
other  contract  theorists,  notably  Hobbes  and 
Locke,  and  therefore  set  it  forth  in  a  cleaner 
and  more  uncompromising  manner;  and  that 
Rousseau  anticipated  the  attempt  by  Marx 
and  other  nineteenth-century  thinkers  to 
transcend  traditional  contractarian  thought.

What  is  feminist  criticism?  How  do  society's 
beliefs  about  women  become  transformed 
into  literature?  From  Chaucer  to  Lessing, 
this  volume  opens  up  new  voices  and  differ- 
ent views  on  the  issues  of  women  in  litera- 
ture and  the  craft  of  criticism. 

In  the  introductory  section  on  theory,  the

writers.

Van  Wyck  Brooks  (1886-1963)  was  one  of 
the  foremost  literary  critics  of  his  generation. 
Most  often  remembered  for  his  gift  of  vivid 
historical  narrative,  exemplified  in  The 
Flowering  of  New  England,  first  of  the 
massive  five-volume  Makers  and  Finders:  A 
History  of  the  Writer  in  America,  and  best- 
selling  studies  of  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson, 
Henry  James,  and  Mark  Twain,  Brooks  was 
a  leading  spokesman  for  the  fervid  cultural 
rebellion  of  the  teens  and  the  twenties 
which  founded  modern  American  literature. 
In  America's  Coming-of-Age  (1915)  and  as 
an  editor  of  the  radical  Seven  Arts  magazine 
and  the  anarchist  Freeman,  Brooks  spelled 
out  the  social  function  of  the  writer  in  the 
United  States  for  such  contemporaries  and 
friends  as  Sherwood  Anderson,  Newton  Arvin, 
Randolph  Bourne,  Waldo  Frank,  and  Lewis 
Mumford. 

Drawing  on  vast  correspondence,  inter- 
views with  friends  and  relatives,  and  previous- 
ly unexamined  medical  records  from  his

nervous  breadkown  and  suicidal  depressions, 
James  Hoopes's  critical  biography  examines 
Brooks's  life  as  an  index  to  the  changing 
social,  literary,  and  political  currents  of  the 
day.  The  book  is  at  the  same  time  a  sensi- 
tively etched  portrait  of  a  writer  struggling 
against  his  culture  and  himself  to  criticize 
and  understand  the  one,  if  not  the  other.

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CORPORATISM  AND  DEVELOPMENT  IN  MODERN  PORTUGAL

"What  we  are  looking  at  in  the  corporatist 
model  is  a  complex  and  varied  form,  distinct 
from  both  liberalism  and  totalitarianism, 
with  a  long  tradition  of  its  own  (particularly 
but  not  exclusively  in  the  Latin  nations)  and 
a  great  body  of  political  philosophy  and 
sociology  with  which,  because  we  have  ig- 
nored it  or  condemned  it  out  of  hand,  we

We  cannot  remain  ignorant  of  that  tradition. 
Professor  Wiarda  argues  that  corporatism  is 
the  Iberic-Latin  alternative  to  the  other  great 
historical  models  with  which  we  are  more 
familiar,  and  that  the  corporatist  model 
elucidates  how  Iberia  and  Latin  America 
have  responded  to  the  major  twentieth- 
century  issues  of  capitalism,  industrializa- 
tion, alienation  and  mass  society.  Recent 
upheavals  in  these  nations,  with  obvious 
international  repercussions,  now  force  a 
confrontation  with  both  corporatism  and 


the  political  systems  unique  to  that  area. 

Dr.  Wiarda  confronts  the  problem  by  first 
examining  corporatism  as  a  political  ideology, 
tracing  its  development  from  Greek  and 
Roman  times  to  nineteenth-  and  twentieth- 
century  writers  who,  reacting  to  liberalism 
and  Marxism,  hoped  corporatism  could  create 
modern  states  in  which  cherished  traditional 
values  and  institutions  would  be  preserved. 

Professor  Wiarda  uses  Portugal  as  a  case 
study  of  corporatist  practice.  He  traces  the 
growth,  transformation,  and  decline  of 
Portugal's  modern  corporate  state,  always 
measuring  practice  against  theory,  keenly 
aware  of  the  discrepancies  between  the  two, 
but  arguing  that  corporatism,  as  a  model  of 
analysis,  must  not  be  dismissed  because  it 
failed  to  live  up  to  its  theoretical  promises.
